On Forestry 

"Principles of sound forest man- 
agement as applied to the woi>d- 
iandsfoperaltons of the pulp and 
pape'r "Industry'' will be dlscgssed 
by Mr. W. A. E, Pepler, B.Sc..F.. 
M.F^^manager of the woodlands 
section of the Canadian Pulp: and 
Paper Association tomorrow at ^5 
p.m. In the Iccturif theatre, of ..'toe 
Chemistry Building. ■ 

Mr. Pcplcr will discuss the' Im- 
portance of the forest In -Canada's 
economy,- outlining- the essentials 
of good forest management, and 
showing how this is achieved 
through the application of agricult- 
ural crop-rotation to tree growth, 
as well as by modern preventive 
methods which Include , fire 'pre- 
vention,' pest control, and control 
of tree diseases. The remainder of 
his lecture will be devoted to.the 
various phases ■ of forest manage- 
ment, and .the many. operations by 
which the pulp and paper Industry 
secures Its raw material. .

P.A. documentary sound-film. "It 
pays to be trained", wlil be shown.

"This' glrl^ad sat/ln judgment 
on the faith oiihn^Mople. the sane 
titles and 'prlnciples^they' have dc< 
vclopcd down .through the ages,' 
the speaker continued.. "She . had 
niade. à; negative declj 
was based upon the false' princip- 
les of her horrible' liberal' Intellec- 
tual upbringing.' 

Mr. Lewlsohn concluded his talk 
by reading the first chapter of a 
new book which he \ls writing on 
this topic. He stateid jn it that we 
must liberate ourselves 'from, the 
intellectual and moral degradation 
ot modern life as the^ini|^at<|'p 
toward a new culture?*atf^emanri- 
patlon from sclehtific materialism. 

Dr. Douglas ,Wllson,. formerly uf 
the Faculty of Divlnliy.' who writes 
the >Iontreal Star feature"Deslgn 
for Living," was present as a gue<t, 
and added hU own comments' on 
the subject to those ot Mr.' Lewi 
sohn. He stated that, In his expert 
ence, elaborate labels are not too 
useful in trying to resolve the- Ills 
of the world

A prominent clinician and surgeon of the Royal 
Victoria Hospital has cxprcascd iiis opposition to 
euthanasia on these grounds alone. He claims to 
have seen many cases given only a. few months 
ot most to live who have returned years later 
c.vliil.'iling no trace of..thcir original diseasci . 

The whole worth,, effectiveness, and honor of 
the fncdieal profession has always rested on the 
unaltpiabic assumption that its ihembers work 
only lé save life, never to kill. The fight to 
cure disease has been the inspiration towards 
progress in medicine. Great strides have been 
taken in' the; last few decades and such advances 
will undoubtedly continue to be made in the 
future. AVho can say that the patient jtidgcd to 
be 'incurable "toda}^ may not^beacura|ilcj.ia . a 
year's time? An incurable disca8^Î8*wic*'which 
médirai' science knows very little about and will 
remain incurable only until medical rc.«caruh 
has' found a way to cure it. If the afflicted arc 
put to death, the disease will remain forever 
incurable. Such a course of action ïigos the 
death warrant of any advance in medical science. 
' To legalize euthanasia would be, besides, to 
encourage crime, to facilitate the disa|)pearance 
of undesirable or even of certain people in some- 
one eUe's way; to tempt the hopeless and thè 
maincil, who might have bcbn salvaged bj-mcnlal 
theraiiy, to rid themselves of the burden of life. 
A patient with an incurable ^disease should be a 
challenge to 'cure,, not aninvitation to kill.
